Egypt  cotton  ginnings  from  1937  crop  to  end  of  April  amounted  to 
2,027,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  compared  with  1,887,000  bales  to  April 
30,  1937.  Of  the  1937-38  ginnings,  92,000  bales  were  Sakellaridis  and 
1,320,000  bales  were  Ashmuni  and  Zagora.  (International  Institute  of 
Agriculture,  Rome.) 

London  wool  sales,  third  series  for  1938,  opened  May  10,  with 
prices  for  greasy  merinos  fully  firm,  superior  scoured  merinos  firm,  in- 
ferior scoured  merinos  5  to  7.5  percent  lower,  greasy  crossbreds  par, 
scoured  crossbreds  5  percent  lower,  slipes  par  to  5  percent  lower,  Punta 
Arenas  and  Falkland  Island  crossbreds  5  percent  lower  compared  v/ith  clos- 
ing rates  of  the  previous  sales  on  March  30.  Withdrawals,  amounting  to 
from  10  to  15  percent,  consisted  almost  entirely  of  faulty  wool.  Con- 
tinent buyers  were  active,  as  was  the  home  trade.  (Agricultural  Attache 
C.  C.  Taylor,  London.) 

Brisbane  wool  sales  opened  May  9  with  good  average  selection 
and  keen  general  competition.  The  Continent  and  Japan  were  chief  buyers, 
with  good  support  from  Yorkshire.  Compared  with  closing  previous  series, 
Sydney,  May  5,  prices  ruled  very  firm.  (Agricultural  Attache  C.  C. 
Taylor,  London.)

Prices  of  wheat  and  flour  at  Tokyo  declined  during  April,  with  the 
exception  of  domestic  and  best-quality  Canadian  wheat,   it  was  reported  by 
Consul  General  Cameron  to  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics.    Permits  have  been  granted  for  30,000  tons  of  wheat  to  be  im- 
ported during  May  and  June,  a  quantity  considered  sufficient  to  meet  do- 
mestic requirements  until  the  new  crop  is  available.     Carry-over  supplies 
of  both  wheat  and  flour  are  expected  to  be  unusually  small  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  1938-39  season,  perhaps  not  more  than  one-half  of  normal.  Ex- 
ports of  flour  this  season  will  probably  exceed  earlier  expectations  and 
-total  about  2,700,000  barrels  as  compared  with  985,000  barrels  exported  in 
1936-37. 


It  is  too  early  for  an  estimate  of  the  new  Japanese  crop,  but  it  is 
thought  by  the  Shanghai  office  that  it  will  not  be  greatly  different  from 
the  50,410,000  bushels  harvested  in  1937.     The  1938  acreage  is  estimated 
at  1,757,000  acres  as  compared  with  1,776,000  acres  sown  last  season.  Some 
winter  damage  occurred  in  northern  areas,  and  sowings  were  somewhat  re- 
tarded in  southern  Japan,  but  the  crop  is  said  to  be  in  generally  fair 
condition. 


Prices  of  wheat  at  the  mill  on  May  2  were  reported  as  follows,  im- 
port duty  and  landing  charges  included:     Western  Fnite  No.  2,  $1,34; 
Canadian  Ho.  1,   $2.01,  No.  3,   $1.68;  Australian,   $1.38  per  bushel.  Domes- 
tic standard  wheat  was  $1.30  per  bushel;  Portland  wheat,  c.i.f.  Yokohama,

Japanese  imports  of  raw  cctton  during  the  month  of  March  totaled 
305,232  bales  of  500  pounds,  according  to  a  report  from  American  Consul 
Kenneth  C.  Krentz  at  Osaka,  to  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.    Imports  during  March  were  the  highest  for  any  month 
since  June  of  last  year.     For  the  first  7  months  of  the  current  season 
(September  1937-March  1938),  however,  imports  totaled  only  905,000  hales, 
compared  with  imports  of  2,588,000  bales  daring  the  comparable  months  of 
the  1936-»37  season.     Shortage  of  Japanese  supplies  of  raw  cotton  made 
necessary  the  relaxation  of  import  restrictions  and  resulted  in  larger 
imports  during  March.

Production  of  cotton^ yarn  during  March  amounted  to  206,860  bales 
of  400  pounds,  and  of  mixed  cotton  and  staple  fiber  yarns  tc  75,521  bales. 
Production  during  March  of  last  year  totaled  325,875  bales  of  cotton  yarn 
and  no  mixed  yarns. 
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Japanese  exports  of  cotton  piece  goods  in  March,   totaling  229,573,000 
square  yards,  were  substantially  higher  than  in  January  and  February,  and 
were  only  slightly  below  the  235,640,000  yards  exported  in  March  1937.  Ex- 
ports for  March  1936  appear  large  in  view  of  frequent  reports  of  declining 
demand  and  reduced  sales  in  export  markets.     In  this  connection,   it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that,  despite  the  sharp  decline  in  January  and  February, 
exports  of  cotton  piece  goods  during  the  first  7  months  of  the  current  sea- 
son have  totaled  1,539,000,000  yards,  only  slightly  less  than  the  total  of 
1,570,000,000  yards  for  the  comparable  months  of  last  season. 

Manchurian  soybean  export s  increase 

Total  Manchurian  exports  of  soybeans  and  bean  products  for  the 
first  6  months,   October-March,  of  the  1937-38  marketing  season  are  esti- 
mated at  2,023,000  short  tons,  compared  with  1,946,000  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year,  according  to  a  report  from  Vice  Consul  Maurice 
Pasquet,  transmitted  by  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics.     Exports  of  soybean  oil  and  cake  were  larger 
than  those  of  a  year  ago,  while  exports  of  soybeans  were  about  equal  to 
the  volume  shipped  last  season.    Manchurian  soybeans  are  exported  prin- 
cipally to  European  countries  and  Japan.     Soybean  oil  is  shipped  largely 
to  Europe, while  Japan  is  the  only  important  market  for  bean  cake.

Soybean  prices  at  Dairen  declined  during  March  but  strengthened 
somewhat  in  April.    As  a  result  of  favorable  prices  for  other  products, 
Manchurian  farmers  were  reported  to  be  holding  soybeans  off  the  market. 
March  arrivals  at  Dairen  totaled  276,000  short  tons,  compared  with 
293,000  for  February.     Wharf  stocks  at  Dairen  on  March  31  amounted  to 
148,000  short  tons,  compared  with  176,000  at  the  end  of  February  and 
224,000  short  tons  at  the  end  of  March  1937.

French  sugar  market  allocated  between  domestic  and  colonial  producers 

French  colonial  and  domestic  sugar  producers  on  March  8,  1938, 
reached  an  accord  by  which  the  sugar  market  in  France  will  be  permanently 
divided  between  colonial  and  domestic  producers  on  the  basis  of  fixed 
quotas,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics from  the  American  consulate  in  Paris.     The  accord  was  signed  by 
representatives  of  domestic  sugar  manufacturers  and  sugar-beet  producers 
and  by  representatives  of  the  various  Colonial  sugar-cane-producing  areas. 

Based  upon  the  crop  year  October  1  -  September  30,  the  colonial 
quota  for  1937-38  is  fixed  at  14  percent  of  the  estimated  combined  sugar 
requirements  of  France  and  Algeria.     For  1938-39,  the  colonial  quota  will 
be  14.75  percent.     Thereafter,  colonial  producers  are  to  be  granted  a  per- 
manent quota  of  15  percent.     The  arrangement  also  provides  that  the 
colonies  will  be  allowed  to  market  in  France  an  additional  33,000  short 
tons  during  1937-38  and  an  additional  11,000  tons  during  1938-39,  pro- 
vided their  shipments  during  each  of  the  subsequent  2  years  are  reduced 
4,700  tons  below  the  fixed  quotas  for  those  years. 

Until  the  crop  year  1940-41,  each  colony  may  exceed  its  fixed 
quota  by  10  percent,  provided  the  excess  is  deducted  from  the  quota  for 
the  following  year.     Conversely,  if  the  shipments  of  a  colony  fall  below 
its  fixed  quota  in  any  one  year,  the  deficit  may  be  added  to  the  fixed 
quotas  of  the  2  succeeding  years  up  to  a  maximum  of  5  percent  of  the  quota. 

The  regulation  of  sugar  production  in  the  colonies  themselves,  to 
accord  with  the  quotas  in  the  French  market,  is  to  be  left  to  an  Inter- 
Colonial  Association  for  the  Protection  of  Sugar  Interests.     In  order  to 
Duild  up  a  fund  for  expanding  the  consumption  of  sugar,  the  colonies  have 
agreed  to  pay  a  small  tax  (equally  divided  between  producers  and  refiner- 
ies) on  sugar  exported  to  France. 

Germany  to  grow  tobacco  in  former  Austria 

Although  the  German  Government  has  not  yet  announced  its  decision 
with  respect  to  the  future  of  the  Austrian  Tobacco  Monopoly,  one  important 
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step  resulting  from  the  "Anschluss"  is  a  determination  to  carry  on  experi- 
ments for  the  production  of  home-grown  tooacco,  according  to  a  report 
received  from  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Bureau.    Heretofore,  there  has  "been 
no  commercial  tohacco  production  in  Austria,  and  the  Monopoly  has  done 
practically  no  experimental  work  along  that  line,  its  conviction  "being 
that  the  introduction  of  lower-grade  domestic  leaf  would  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  total  sales  and  consequently  on  revenue  to  the  Government. 

The  now  plan  to  grow  tobacco,  domestically  is  intended  primarily 
to  reduce  the  expenditure  of  foreign  exchange,  to  increase  self-sufficiency, 
and  to  provide  increased  employment  and  income  for  the  small  farmers,  es- 
pecially in  the  vineyard  regions,  where  it  is  claimed  that  Doth  climate 
and  soil  are  satisfactory  for  the  production  of  medium- quality  leaf.  In 
addition  to  Government  experiments,  it  is  proposed  to  give  instruction  to 
farmers  in  the  growing  of  tobacco  and  to  encourage  the  cooperative  con- 
struction of  village  curing  barns. 

During  the  past  3  years,  the  Austrian  Monopoly  has  imported  an- 
nually from  16  to  22  million  pounds  of  tobacco.    About  5  percent  of  that 
amount,  or  nearly  1  million  pounds,  was  United  States  leaf.    About  four- 
fifths  of  the  annual  imports  from  the  United  States  consisted  of  Virginia 
fire-cured  for  use  in  "Virginia"  type  cigars.    Another  10  percent  con- 
sisted of  Western  dark  types.     Maryland,  Burley,  and  flue-cured  types  are 
all  relatively  unimportant  in  the  trade  and  together  made  up  less  than  10 
percent  of  the  total. 

Tobacco  auction  system  in  Nyasaland 

Although  it  is  too  early  to  report  definite  results,  the  new  auction 
system  of  selling  tohacco  in  Nyasaland  is  expected  to  increase  the  price 
paid  to  growers,  according  to  a  report  from  Harry  E.  Carlson,  American 
consul  at  London.     The  new  system  dates  from  April  4,  1938,  when  the  first 
tobacco  auction  sale  was  conducted  in  Limbe.     Sales  are  to  be  held  5  days 
a  week  until  the  first  of  July.     Later  in  the  season,  they  will  take  place 
at  Lilongwe,   in  the  Northern  Province,  where  the  native  crop  will  be  sold. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  Nyasaland  crop  is  fire-cured,  grown  by 
natives  in  the  Northern  Province,  and  used  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  pipe 
mixtures.     The  fire-cured  crop  averages  about  12  million  pounds  annually. 
When  the  question  of  tobacco  auctions  for  this  crop  was  first  considered, 
difficult  problems  ar&se.    As  the  "baskets  "brought  in  "by  natives  contained 
only  small  amounts,  it  was  obviously  impossible  to  auction  each  basket 
separately.     The  situation  was  met  "by  the  Native  Tobacco  Board,  which 
agreed  to  purchase  all  tobacco  at  a  fixed  price,  bale  it,  and  turn  it  over 
to  the  auctioneer  for  disposal. 

Before  the  auction  system  was  introduced,  the  bulk  of  the  tobacco 
crop  was  purchased  in  Nyasaland,  mainly  by  a  large  British  Company 
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with  a  re drying  plant  at  Limbe.     Important  quantities,  however,  were 
shipped  by  growers  to  brokers  in  Ergland  for  storage  and  sale  to  manufac- 
turers as  required.    Largo  stocks  were  sometimes  accumulated.    As  storage 
charges  mounted  and  stocks  deteriorated,  brokers  were  often  compelled  to 
sell  their  holdings  at  prices  below  those  in  Nyas aland.    Thus,  domestic 
prices  of  Nyasaland  leaf  were  reduced  to  a  very  low  level.     Since  the  in- 
troduction of  the  auction  system,  however,  all  tobacco,  whether  produced 
by  the  European  planter  or  the  native  farmer,  must  be  sold  through  the 
medium  of  an  auction  sale,  and  competition,  at  least,  is  assured. 

Frost  damage. _to  fruit  in  Europe 
Although  the  latest  reports  of  the  April  frost  damage  in  the  fruit 
sections  of  Europe  are  somewhat  less  pessimistic  than  earlier  reports,  it 
apparent  that  damage  has  been  widespread  over  the  greater  part  of  the  Cont 
nent,  states  Fred  A.  Motz,  fruit  spediaiist,  in  a  cable  received  by  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  on  May  10.     It  will  be  another  month  be- 
fore the  full  extent  of  the  damage  can  be  known;  but,  on  the  basis  of  pres 
ent  information,  it  is  believed  that  European  fruit  crops  on  the  whole 
will  be.  small.     There  should  be  a  good  outlet  for  American  deciduous  fruit 
in  Europe  during  the  1938-39  season. 

Crops  in  England  and  France,  the  two  most  important  importing 
countries,  have  been  seriously  injured.    Heavy  damage  is  also  reported 
from  Belgium  and  Holland,  both  of  which  are  important  outlets  for  American 
apples  end  pears.    Apple  and  pear  crops  are  expected  to  be  only  about  50 
percent  of  normal.    The  outlook  for  fruit  in  Germany  and  western  Central 
Europe  is  very  unfavorable.     The  cold  wave  did  little  damage  in  the 
Scandinavian  countries,  but  frost  danger  is  not  yet  over  there.  Sweden 
and  Norway  are  also  important  markets  for  American  apples  e.nd  pears. 

Extensive  damage  to  all  fruits  occurred  in  Switzerland,  and  to  ap- 
ples and  pears  in  the  Italian  Tyrol.    These  two  regions  are  important  ex- 
porters.    Frost  damage  in  the  Danube  Basin  has  varied.    A  good  crop  of 
fresh  grapes  is  expected,  a  normal  apple  crop,  and  a  fair  yield  of  pears. 
The  prune  crop,  however,  is  expected  to  be  light.    Exports  from  this  re- 
gion are  usually  large, part icularly  of  prunes  and  grapes. 

Cuban  winter -vegetable  season  ended 

Total  exports  of  vegetables  from  Cuba  during  the  1937-38  season, 

November  to  April,  amounted  to  1,956,829  packages  compared  with  1,844,936 

in  1936-37  and.  1,932,498  in  1935-36,  according  to  Consul  Harold  S.  Tewell 
in  a  communication  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

Tomatoes  comprised  over  73.5  percent  of  the  total.  Practically 
all  of  the  exports  went  to  the  United  States,  except  for  6,757  packages 
that  were  exported  direct  to  Panama.

UNITED  STATES  FOREIGN  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE ,  JULY-MARCH  1937-38 

The  marked  change  in  the  agricultural  export-import  situation  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  in  comparison  with  last  year  was  further  emphasized 
by  the  March  trade  returns.    Exports  of  agricultural  products  during  the 
first  9  months  (July  1937  -  March  1938)  were  valued  at  709  million  dollars, 
an  increase  of  114  million  dollars,  or  19  percent,  over  the  figure  of  595 
million  dollars  for  the  comparable  months  of  last  year.     On  the  ether  hand, 
imports  of  competitive  agricultural  products,  valued  at  425  million  dollars, 
showed  a  sharp  decline  from  the  total  of  532  million  dollars  for  the  com- 
parable period  of  last  year.     This  represents  a  decline  of  107  million  dol- 
lars, or  20  percent,  in  imports  of  competitive  commodities.     Total  imports 
of  noncompetitive  agricultural  products,  such  as  rubber,  coffee,  silk,  and 
cacoa,  showed  a  much  smaller  decline  than  did  imports  of  competitive  prod-

The  increase  in  grain  shipments  has  been  a  dominant  factor  in  the 
export  picture.     Last  season,  as  a  result  of  the  1936  drought,  the  United 
States  was  a  net  importer  of  grain,  but  the  situation  this  season  is  en- 
tirely reversed.     Because  of  larger  crops  last  summer  and  fall,  exports

during  the  current  season  not  only  have  exceeded  imports,  but  have  shown  strik- 
ing increases  over  1336-37  exports.    Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  rose  from  16 
million  bushels  in  the  first  9  months  of  1936-37  to  74  million  bushels  in  the 
comparable  months  of  1937-36,  exports  of  milled  rice  increased  from  35  mil- 
lion pounds  to  219  million  pounds,  and  exports  of  corn  from  469,000  bushels  to 
45  million  bushels. 

After  an  almost  continuously  upward  trend. since  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  exports  of  cotton  in  February  and  March  dropped  below  those  of  the 
same  months  of  1937,  leaving  a  net  gain  for  the  current  year  of  353,000 
bales.    Lard  exports,  which  in  the  first  9  months  of  1935-37  stood  at  72  nil- 
lion  pounds,  were  practically  doubled  during  the  current  season.    Pork  ex- 
ports were  moderately  higher,  but  exports  of  beef  r/ere  below  those  of  last 
season.    Exports  of  leaf  tobacco  for  the  1937-38  period  totaled  377,236,000 
pounds,  an  increase  of  56,176,000  pounds  over  the  comparable  months  of  1936-37. 

Imports 

Declines  in  imports  of  competitive  agricultural  products  during  the 
first  9  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  in  comparison  with  the  same  months 
of  last  year,  were  widespread  among  the  items  included  in  this  category. 
They  were  especially  pronounced  in  the  case  of  grains,  particularly  wheat 
and  barley,  and  feedstuffs,  such  as  bran  and  shorts.    Marked  declines  were 
also  shown  in  imports  of  dutiable  wool  and  certain  dairy  products.
